IN D IANA —Increasing cloudi­

The month of March proved 
to 
be a record month 
for contagious 
diseases in Rush county, when 
a 
total of 188 
eases 
of 
contagion 
were reported, or more diseases than 
were reported during the entire year 
of 1925. 


This one month increase was due 
largely to a county-wide epidemic of 
measles, as a total of 179 of those 
eases were measles. In Rushville city 
there were 82 eases of measles re­ 
ported during the month, and in the 
territory outside the city there were 
97 eases of measles. Outside 
the 
eitv there were also 
8 
cases 
of 
whooping Cough and one scarlet 
ver, which made the total for 
entire county at 188. 
The vast amount of contagion in 
Alarch, followed closely a smallpox 
epidemic in January and February, 
which prevailed in Center township. 
Of till of the contagious diseases, 
only one death was attributed, which 
was strangulation, due to whooping 
cough. 
Physicians arc of 
the 
opinion 
that the three month period lias set 
the high mark this year, and that 
the danger has passed unless 
some 
other form of contagion develops, 
which is not likely. 
AV bile diseases were raginging, the 
famous stork evaded Rush county, 
in ATarch only eleven births 
were 
reported in tin* rural districts, but 
Rushville city fared better and re­ 
ported 10. Oil the other hand deaths 
exceeded births in both communities, 
with the eleven births in the 
rural 
district being offset by 17 
deaths. 
!n Rushville city a more even race 
was held with the ten births being 
surpassed by one death, with eleven 
persons answering the final 
sum­ 
mons during March.

Dr. E. T. Wooden, county 
health 
commissioner, lias received a 
copy 
ol* recommendations from the 
state 
hoard of health and tlie state veter­ 
inarian, advising action on the p art 
of officers in Rush county to com­ 
bat the sp re ad of rabies, or hydro­ 
phobia, and establishing an 
official 
quarantine for dogs effective 
April 
15 and to run for 90 days. 
Although no mad 
dog has 
been 
killed in Rush county, to the 
know­ 
ledge of local officers, yet the 
plan 
is a 
preventative 
measure. 
There 
are cases in 
adjoining 
counties 
where rabies are prevalent, and it is 
believed to be a safe method to es­ 
tablish a quarantine in Rush coun­ 
ty for the next 90 days. 
In Rushville city, the people 
will 
welcome an enforcement of the dog 
law, as there are entirely too many 
strav dogs at large. Persons owning 
dogs, and wishing to keep them from 
being killed during the quarantine, 
can either muzzle them, keep 
them 
tied at home or locked up in some 
secure plaee during the 90 day per­ 
iod. 
The complete order received 
by 
Dr. E. I. Wooden, is as follows, and 
officers of the county are being no- 
t :fied by him, to regard the notice to 
be effective on April 15: 
Rabies or hydrophobia, a danger­ 
ous communicable disease, is widely 
ore valent in Indiana, at 
this 
time 
and has been on the increase for the 
past seven months. At the 
Pasteur 
laboratory of the (State Board 
of 
Health 128 cases of persons bitten 
by dogs with rabies have been given 
the Pasteur 
preventive 
treatment 
since September 1, 1925. These eas­ 
es have 
come 
from 
2G 
different 
counties of the state. 
Rabies is not only prevalent 
in 
Indiana, but prevails in many states, 
from tlie New England states to the 
Roekv 'mountain states. Unless the 
disease 
can he 
controlled 
and 
cheeked it will continue to increase 
in prevalence and to extend over a 
constantly widening territory. There 
is but one method of effective con- 
trol, namelv, the supervision 
and 
control of dogs, thus preventing the

running at large without a muzzle 
in the territory where the muzzling 
o'f dogs has 'been ordered.
